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Lord Chriit, to reſtore fallen Mankind, came of a Wo» 
man ; and to ſhew they werealike beloved of the Lord, 
therefore his firſt coming was revealed to the Women, 
as well as to the Men, And alſo when he aroſe from 
the Dead, he then firſt appeared to the;:Women. Bur, 
becauſe Woman was firſt in the Tranſgreſlion, there- 
fore in the time of this World, Man was given the Ru- 
ling Power, and it 1s he that hah been the firit ſerter 
up of all the Idolarrous Worſhip in the World, 

And after the Primitive times, the Beaſt and falſe 

Prophet have been the Suppr eſlors of the Knowledge of 


the Truth. And rhe Mighty God, foreſeing what the © 


event would be, Therefore by Z erubbabel the Favourite 


of Heaven, the Lord ſairh, ho art thou, O great Moun- FA 


tain before Zerubbabel ? The hands of Zerubbabel hawe 
jaid the foundation of this houſe, his bands ſhall alſo Janſti it, 
Zech.

been again declared, for theſe ſeveral Years fince the 
Reformation , as by Luther, Uſher, and Withers. And 
the Lord will not come the Second time , till his 
coming has been clearly made appear , and that by 
Woman. _ | 

I do not think that thoſe Women that firſt ſaw the 
Lord after he aroſe, were better beloved of him, then 
the beloved Diſciple Fobz, or Peter : But that the Lord 
did thereby fore-ſhew , that the clear Declaration of 
his Second coming ſhould be fully declared by Wo= 
man alſo. And I hope, that as Man is willirg to be ſa- 
ved by the Lord of Life that came of a Woman, thar 
they will not rather chuſe to go hood-winkt to De- 
{traction, then to be warned by a Woman to eſcape 
the near Appproaching danger by a a ſpeedy Refor= 
mation and Preparation, for the coming of the Lord. 

But to be awakened out of a {le-py Security, ſeems 
no way pleaſing to the Fleſh; bur ter ſuch conſider, it - 
is better to ſee the danger before hand, that they may 
avoid it, then to fall blind-fold into'it. With the true 


- Saint, there can be nothing ſo deſirable as rhe coming 


of the Lord and the knowledge thereof; whoſe coming 
I long for : And my Souls deſire alſo i is, my fellow 

Creatures Eternal] welfare :. For which 1 have Laboured 
night and day. But I was willing to keep ir from being 
known, by whom God had brought to Light the rrue 
meaning of his Word ; therefore l endeavots '<d £O Place 
my words, when askt about the Books; ſo as it might not 
be apprehended that it was a Woman char Wrorce them. 
Par the Lord bringing theſe fore- mentioned places of 
Scripture to my remembrance, as I was one Evenirg 
In Meditation which before I had not taken notice of 
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as to apprehend their meaning : By which I thought 
that it was the will of God, that I ſhould own the Work 
that he had imployed me in, that thro my weakneſs 
his Power might'be exalted. 

But as the Lords Firſt coming was a ſnare to 1/rael, in 
that he came of her that was but of ſmall appearance 
in this World ; ſo the Truth now breaking forth, and 
not by the great Schollars and Rabbies of the time, it 
will prove a ſnare to many ; eſpecially to the high and 
lofty in their own imaginations. But God chuſeth not the 
Wiſe and Learned of this World to diſcover the Secrets 
in his Word, becauſe man ſhould not attribute to his 
own Wiſdome or Learning. Therefore God chuſeth the 
weak things of the World to confound the wiſe and mighty, 
'X Cor. 1. 27. ifa. 29. 1x, 12, 13. - Now the Beaſt 
deprived the Nations of the Goſpel, and would not 
permitany woman ſo mich as to Read the Word: For 
which, when man acts contrary to God, then God acts 
contrary to man. And in thar, I that am but a weak 
Worm, ds underſtand the Miſterious part of the Scrip- 
tures, and have brought to Light the true meaning of 
thoſe miſtaken places, which has cauſed ſo much Dillen- 
tion amongſt vs; by means of which, we have been in 
great miſtakes as to ſeveral places of Scripture, which 
have ſeemed contradictory one to the other, becauſe 
we did not underſtand the true meaning” 'of them. 
Ard therefore ſome have ſaid, God hath a Secret and 
a revealed Will: And that by his. revealed Will, he in- 
vitesall that will,co come, promiſing them Life ; 'but by 
his Secret Will he hath determined, that none bur the 
Elect ſhall be taved. The which is no other, then the 
ctorning the Truth of God intoa lie; in his offering that 
Mercy, which he never did intend to perform. Aut 
now, all thoſe miſtaken places of Scripture are clearly 
proved by the Word, to bave another meaning: then 
what we have hitherto apprehended : S as all the 
Scripture 1 now by Gods afſutance, is made to agree in 
a 


Efdras proved a true Prophet.” 5 
a Holy harmony; and Juſtice , Mercy , and Truth, 
go handin hand together. Therefore it is evident this 
muſt be done by the Aſſiſtance of God, and at the time, 
and in the way he hath appointed in his Word. ' And 
as the Fews were miſtaken as to Chriſt's firſt coming, 
ſo the Chriſtians are as much miſtaken as to his ſecond 
coming : But I hope our Rulers will not oppoſe the 
Truth as theirs did. Bur the people, as they, love to 
have ſmooth things told them, and lovemor thein that 
tell them the truth, alcho' they are willing to ſpend, 
and be {pentfor them. | 
Some there are that find fault with my quoting of 
Eſdras in my Books, ſaying, that he was not mentio- 
ned either by Chrift, or his Apoſtles. To which I an- 
{wer , Neither were ſeveral other of the Prophets that 
are ſpoken of in the Old Teftament. But if any ſay, he 
Is not mentioned there, "they aflert that which is falſe, 
For Ezra in the Old Teſtament, is the ſame perſon, which 
in the Apochrapha is called Eſdras. For in Ezra Chap, 
Io. the 9, 16, 17. Verſes, is exactiy the ſame with 
.that in the x Book of R{dras, Chap. 9. 5, 6, 17. Vere 
ſes. And alſo in Nehemiab, Chap. 8. 2, 4. Verlics. 
the like is again ſaid in 1 Fſdras 9. 40, 42. Verſes, By 
which places it is fully made appear, that it was one 
and the ſame Man, who after the- Captivity cauſed 7/- 
rael to put away their ſtrange Wives, being mer toge- 
ther at Feruſazems on the Twentieth day of the Nwth 
Manth, in the great ſhowre of Rain; and likewiſe 
ſtood upon a Pulpit of Wood, and Read the Law on 
the Firſt day of the Seventh Month to ali the People. As 
to the difference of the Name, one was taken out of 
the Hebgew, the other out of the' Caldean Tongue : and 
the Prophets are not called in the New Teſtament, as 
they are in the QO/d. 
Bur as for our Ancient Expoſitors, who placed nat 
bis Propheſies among the Prophers,it was, becauſe tlem- | 
s ” A 3 =. 
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felves erred fiom the Trath. Not only as to their miſ- 


apprehending that none but the Elect could be fa» 


ved, bur they likewiſe underſtood not the meaning of 
the World to come. «And that in Scripture , there is 
Three Worlds [ſpoken of, and Three Evers, and-Three 
Times, and Three Generations: And thar in the Word, 

every World is termed a Generation, as well as that 
from the Father to the Son ; which now, by laying 
Scripture tcriptyre 's proved. Neither did they 
apprehend that the Powers and People are.termed the 
Heavens and Earth; which in the Word are fo termed 
far oftner then the Material Heavens and Farth are, as 
now by the Scripture is made plainly appear. And 
cur Ancient Expofitors;being miſtaken in theſe things, 
made them deny the Reſtitution of all things, which 


God by the mouth cf all his Prophets and his Apoſtles I | 


has declared, Ags 3. 21. which ikewiſe Eſdras affirm- 
eth; which will be fultilled in time to come before Eter- 
nity : Unril which time of Reſtifution, the Heavens were 
again to receive Chriſt, At hich time of return, the 
World will be judged in Righteouſneſs, by him whom God 
hath ordained, Ats 17. 31., At then will [rael be re- 
ſtored. For then the deliverer will turn away Ungod- 
lineſs from Facob, Rom. ix. 26+ And St. Pau! turns 

us to theday of Judgment, Ta. 59.20. For the time of the 
Judgment of this W6rld, and the riſe of the Saints, and 
the laſt Judgment, when all the Dead are raiſed, are 
clearly proved to be Two ſeveral Judgments. 'Sure 


-our®*Ancient Expoſitors were in dangerous miſtakes, 


when by their Interpretation ot the New Teſtament, 
they make God falſe*and forſworn in the 0/4 Teſta 
cat. For therein he hath declared that Feruſalcm thall 


again be Built upon her own heap, never more to be 


deſtroyed, Fr. 30. 18, Jer. 31. 40. And likewiſe God 
bath ſworn by his right Þ Bord, and by thearm of his ſtrength, 
that be will no more give heir Cory ts be meat to their Ene-

Cem

them ar the time of the Reſtitution of all things. At 
which time, we ſhall be judged according to our deeds: 
Theſe things will be fulfilled according to the Word, in 
as much as it is impoſlible for God to lie, in not perform= 
ing his promiſe-to all according as he hath declared. 

Luther declared in a Book that was Tranſlated into 
Engliſh by Capr. Be// , That when the Turk began to 
decline, the Mighty Lord would come: And the fi igns 
of the time, as I have already elfwhere proved by the 
Word, 1s about Forty years; the which time 1/7 lay 
in the Wilderneſs. And about Five or Six and Thi 
years ago, There was, as is recited in Hiſtory,Zover 
Conſtantinople, an Apparition ſeen in the Heavens, which 
was, a Woman with an open Book in her hand ; which 
when they of the City did ſee, one of the Prietts ſaid ; : 
Our Mahomet 1s not com? at his appainted time ; And 
that the Book which the Woman holds open in her 
hand, may be the Book of the Crucified Feſzzs ; which 
Book, we have negleted : Upon which ſaving, the 
people. Stoned. him to Death; ar which time all the 
Lights in the place of their Worſhip went out. The 
Hiitory in which this is recorded, I ſaw abour Seven 
vears ago ;” it was a borrowed Book, and the Perſon 
is Dead, with whom I ſaw it: It was a Book in Folio, 
and treated of ſeveral Countreys, and may be heard 
of: And fince that Apparition, the Twrks have been 
much oppreſt by War, and are declining; and the 
Mighty Lord 1s a co: ning, as by all cie figns that he 
hath given us, he doth declare ; which in my Books by 
the Word 1 have fully proved. And Blelied will they 
be that are found waiting for kim. | 

Whereas ſome ſay, {f he Lord were a coming, ſure 
we ſhould know it: And likewie others ſy, if it were 
ſo, we ſhould know it: And fo the Third. Bur they: 
examine nar theirown hearts, wherher upon the fi IgNS 
the Lord hath given of his coming, there was then in 
them, an uncetlant longing tor his appearance; and ſo 
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a more diligent ſearch into the Word, by giving them- 
ſelves up to God, in ſtudying the Scripture night and 
day ; neglecting their outward concern :- and like the 
importunate Widow to the Judge, ſought to God by 
fervent Prayer, th: they might moreclearly under- 


ſtand the Scriptures. And if they had ſo done, my life # 


for theirs, they mighr have known a great.deal more 
then they do; in which way, the knowledge of the 
Truth was attained by me. And God doth often chuſe 
a peculiar Perſon or Perſons to accompliſh or declare 
that-he hath determined. And who is it, that for his 
ſo doing, dares ſay, What doſt thou ? As for my ſelf, I 
have been one whom God hath Exerciſed with afticti- 
on from my Youth up, and I have alfo loved my Lord 
much ; and therefore was not only willing to give my 
labour and time, but likewiſe to venture my little con- . 
cern for the Publication of the knowledge of the Truth, 
for the Glory of God and the good of Souls. fnd now, 
if any will ſer their helping hand, that the knowledge of 
* the Truths now diſcovered, may be made more Pub- 
lick then I am capable todo; it will be very well plea- 
ſing in the fight of God, For altho' the Firſt Churches 
1n the Apoſtles time were not in darkneſs, that, that day 
ſhould overtake them as a thief, 1 Theſ. 5. 4. Yet ſince the 
Chriſtians are fallen into darkneſs, concerning the time, 
by the falſe Notions that they have received; which 
has cauſed us to overlook the ſigns of the time, which 
the Lord in his Word hath declared, ſhould be before 
his Coming. 

Upon which evident Manifeftation of the ſigns, part 
of the Miniſtry in Swedeland, after thoſe great Earrh- 
quakes, which the World in ſo ſhort time, never before 
..produced the like, both for Number and Greatneſs, as 
| then were in ſeveral places, with the other figns which 
the Lord forerold ſhould be to give notice of his Coming; 
therefore would have warned the People, apprenend- 
ing what Dreadful conſequence it would he to hom, 

- | that 
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that are faund in darkneſs at that day, in not knowing 
the day of their Viſitation. Bur thoſe of the Clergy, 
that were in the wrong, prevailed, arid would nor ſuffer 
them ſo to Teach the People ; and preſently ſent away * 
to Hollazd to the Miniſters there, to continue as they 
were. This came over in the Monthly Mercury, and 
a Lutheran Miniſter told me, that the Reſolutions of 
the Miniſters of Swede/and4 was, That whatever they 
thought themſelves concerning the coming of Chriſt, 
they would not Teach it the People. . 

Bur the ſevere Sentence of the Lord is not only a» 
gainſt them that add to his Word, that he will add to 
chem the Plagnes mentioned therein ;. but likewiſe thoſe 
that take away from the Words of the Book, wherein 
the Lord declares the Judgment of this World, the 
Reſticntion of all things, 2s again making all things 
new, with the general Invitation or common Salvation. 
And the Spirit and the Bride ſay, Come. And the Lord 
ſaith, Whofoewver will, let him come, Rev. 22. 17. And 
who isit daresfay to the contrary ? And it is thoſe that 
will not own theſe things, that ſhall have their part taker 
out of the book{of Life, and from all the Bleilings therein 
promiſed, Rev. 22. 19. 
| Whereasit'is ſaid, There ſhall ariſe many falſe Chriſts, 
and falſe Prophets; bur to rell you of the true Chriſt, 
and of his coming in the true way, according as he 
hath declared in his Word; I hope the Prince of Dark- 
neſs will not fo far prevail, as to make it to be efeemed 
amongltt us as falſe DoCtrine, which is fo fully proved, 
both in the O/d and New Teſtament: and likewiſe that 
Chriſts Righteouſne' will be applied for our Juſtificati-. 
on according tohis Word, in the way of our Obedience; 
and if this Doctrine is new to us, then-have we torgot- 
ten the good old way. And ic mav be partly ſai1 of 
us, as God ſaid of 1/rael, My people are deſtroyed for lack 
of knowledge; for there is many that would readily em- 
brace the Truth, had they been fo well inſtructed, as 

| to 
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to underſtand Truch from Errour; but them that will | 


not ſee, and them that cannot ſee, will both fall into 
the Dicch : And if*we would bur give our ſelves liber- 
' tyro conſider, we may eaſily ſee where the Stroke will 
fall, when by the Goſpel the Lord tells ſuch as are 
under tt, Thar one ſhall be taken out of a Bed, and the 
other left : And one taken out of the Field, and the 
other left : And one out of the City, &c. And this not 
becauſe God left chem under neceflity of Damnation, 
but becauſ*- they wonld not forget the eager purſuit 
of this preſent evil World; as in the Parable. But 
God by the Prophets tells Ifrae], That they ſhall be 
* gathered together, and come up to Feruſalem in Mul- 
titndes, upon Horſes, Chariots, Litters, Mules, and 
ſwift Beaſts : And then will he gather in others with 
them, Ia 60. 5, 6, 7. Iſa. 66, 20. the which I 
have elſivhere more largly proved. All which things 
ought to be weighed, and conſidered, ſince the Wel- 
fare of our Souls and Bodies lies at Stake. 

The Bereans were termed Noble, becauſe they 


ſearched the Scriptures, to ſee whether _ things. 


which the Apoſtles ſaid were true, Ads I7. 1 

But the people of this Age think it their ae Wiſ- 
dom, to put out their own eyes, and not to look into 
the Truth, rather chooſing to anſwer by Rote, accord- 
ing to what Notions they have received, then to exa- 
mine the certainty of thoſe Truths, which the Lord 
according to his promiſe, hath now at the end of the 
time brought:to Light, that knowledge thereby might 
be increaſed ; ſo as the Viſion now by the Word, is 
made plain to ſpeak ; and Light is thereby broke forth 
at Evening time, according as he hath promiſed : And 
if we would own the whole Truth, and break off our 
Sins by working Righteouſneſs, we "might not only ſave 
our ſelves, but be an Example to many of the Chriſtiats 
abroad On! that we would confider our ways and 
be wiſe, and humble our ſelves to Almighty God, and 
: that 
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that we may have more love one to tne other, it __ 
the laſt Commandment the Lord lett us; that by ouf 
obedient and humble walking, God may exalr us in due 
time : Bur ifnot, The lofrineſs of man ſhall be bowed down, 
and the haugbrinels of men ſhall be made low; and the Lord 
alone (ball be exalted in that day, Wa. 2. 17. © 
Whereas ſome ſay, tha I make Interpretation of 

Scripture according to what I fancy; but whoſoever 
ſays ir, it is ſuck as ſpeak by rote themſelves, and ac- 
cording co their received Opinion, and not by weigh- 
ing my Books and the Scriptures together ; which if 
they did, without having a prejudice to the knowledge 
of the Truth, they would quickly be of another mind. 

For I don't pretend to Interpret Scripture , for that 
which God hath imployed,me in, 1s to lay the SCrip- 
tures together ; which is ſer down, here a little, and 
there a little, as thereby ro make the Scriptures Inger- 
pret themſelves; ſo asto make the true meaning of the 
Word appear by them, and in leaving nothing therein 
to contradict what 1s faid ; in which fure way there can 
be no miſtake : Whil't ſome others, by their own In- 
terpretations, have made the Scriptures like a Noſe ng 
Wax, and have turned it to what they pleaſe, in ra 
. Ing ſome few Scriptures that has not been rightly un- 
| erſtood, to aflert it, but leaving many other places of 
Scriptures to contradict them ; but the Scripture is of 
certain rightly underſtood, when it is made to agree in 
a holy Harmony ; and God proved to be faithfal ac- 
cording to his Word, as well ro the Jews, as to the 
Gentiles; which by the Interpretation of Scripture ac- 
cordsng to our Ancient Expoſitors, they have turned 
Earth into Heaven, end fo made the promiſe of God 
to T/rael at the time of the Reſtitation of all things, as 
nothing : For they only apprehended the New Ter:- 
. fatem thats above; and therefore thought not of a new 
, Exrthly one;s which will be built Again upon her, own 
Ver more to ba deftroyed,wien all tivngs are = 
ſtore,

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ſtored and again made new, as in my Books is proved. 
And tho' ſeveral] Scriptures have a Twofold referrence 
or meaning, yet no Scripture doth admit of a contra- 
dictory meaning, when rightly underſtood. |; 

And tho* our Ancient Reformers of: the Church, I 
am fully. perfwaded were Men of Sincerity and 
Integrity, and ſeveral of chem Martyrs ofiJeſus, bur 
coming out of the Darkneſs of Popery, therefore 
could not ſuddenly diſcover the whole Truth of 

the Goſpel; ' but now God according to his promiſe, 
That at Evening time it ſhculd be Light, Zach. 14. 7. 
And that at the end of the time knowledge ſhould be increaſ- 
ed, Dan. 12 .4. thar thereby that day of the Coming 
of the Lord, might not come on us unawares;- and 
therefore hath at the appointed time cauſed the Viſion to 
| ſpeak, Hab. 2. 3. And th& it does come according 
ro the Word, as @ ſnare to all fleſh, Luk. 21. 35. by rea- 
ſon itcomes in a way unexpected : But whoſoever will 
own the Truth and prepare for the Coming of the Lord , 


- will be Blefſed ; bur it 1s ſuch that will not have the Lord : 


 toReignover them, that at his return, when he has re- 
ceived the Kingdom, he then Commands to be brought 
and ſlain before him, Luke 19, 12, 27.

' which began the x5th. of 4pril laſt, Theſe Noiſes were 
'_ attended with rolling Hurricanes of Flames intermix- 


ed with Smokes , and from the wide Mouth of the 
Mountain iflned forth a torrent of Fire. Theair was 
ar the ſame time covered with a thick cloud of blended 


- Cinders and burning ſand, which continuedrill the x2th. + 
The 13th the Mountain opening it {elf in ſeveral places, 


threw up flames and bituminous matter , which ſepa-
